The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Urban  District  Council  of  Frinton  and  Walton. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  third  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district 
during  the  year  1937.  As  in  previous  reports,  the  contents 
consist  mainly  of  statistical  tables,  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  area  and  the  various  provisions  of  the  health  services.  Full 
details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  are 
also  included. 

Taken  as  a whole  the  vital  statistics  of  the  district  are  very 
satisfactory.  The  Birth  Rate  is  11.5  per  1,000  of  the  population 
and  the  crude  Death  Rate  is  14.1  which,  making  allowance 
for  age  and  sex  distribution,  becomes  11.7  per  1,000. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population,  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General,  is  7,287  and  this  is  used  in  the  calculation 
of  the  various  statistics. 

Infectious  disease  incidence  was  again  very  light  and  there 
did  not  appear  to  be  any  circumstances  specially  prejudicial 
to  health. 

As  regards  Housing,  one  has  to  record  that  the  demolition 
of  unfit  property  does  not  keep  pace  with  the  numbers  repre- 
sented during  the  year. 

PORT  SANITATION. — As  in  previous  years,  the  shipping 
is  limited  practically  to  pleasure  steamers  during  the  summer. 
Three  of  these  brought  10,300  passengers  and  embarked  12,111. 
No  action  was  required  under  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations.

Of  the  17  cases  on  the  register,  3 were  resident  in  Frinton, 
7 in  Walton,  6 in  Kirby  and  1 in  Great  Holland. 

Of  the  6 new  cases  notified  during  the  year,  2 had 
Sanatorium  treatment,  1 left  the  district  and  1 died  within 
three  months.  No  action  was  required  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  section 
62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  was  again  very  low 
and  showed  a further  decrease  on  the  low  figure  of  1936.  Only 
3 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  and  all  were  nursed  at 
home.  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Enteric  Fever. 

DEATHS. 

The  deaths  show  a slight  increase  over  the  figure  for  1936, 
as  is  to  be  expected  in  a growing  district.  This  year  the  chief 
increase  takes  place  in  Walton  and  Kirby,  while  Frinton  shows 
a decrease  on  last  year.

This  is  provided  by  the  Nursing  Association  which  has  two 
nurses,  one  of  whom  works  in  Walton  and  the  other  in  Frinton, 
Kirby,  and  Great  Holland. 

V.  CLINICS  AND  HOSPITALS. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Clinics  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  and  for  School  children  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council  at  Walton  anti  Kirby. 

Hospital  provision  is  obtained  at  Clacton  and  Colchester. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


During  the  months  of  August  and  September,  complaints 
were  received  in  regard  to  the  colour  of  water  drawn  from  the 
mains  in  Walton-on-Naze,  and  also  of  the  inadequate  pressure 
of  the  supply  in  many  parts  of  the  town. 

Representations  to  The  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks 
Company  were  made  by  the  Council  immediately,  and  from  the 
reply  receiv  ed  it  appears  that  the  conditions  arose  on  account  of 
the  bursting  of  one  of  the  principal  mains  leading  into  Walton- 
on-Naze,  in  addition  to  bursts  in  other  mains  in  the  town.  As 
a result  of  these  bursts  pressure  was  reduced  and,  due  to  the 
disturbed  mains,  the  water  became  discoloured. 

On  receipt  of  the  complaints,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  obtained 
samples  of  the  main  water  from  domestic  taps  in  three  houses 
in  the  affected  areas,  and  they  were  sent  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination.  The  reports  thereon  showed  the 
water  to  be  of  a high  standard  of  purity,  and  quite  suitable 
for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 

The  burst  mains  were  duly  repaired  and  shortly  afterwards 
both  the  colour  of  the  water  and  the  pressure  of  the  supply 
became  normal. 

At  the  end  of  September  further  representations  to  the 
Water  Company  were  made  by  the  Council  in  regard  to  the 
general  condition  of  water  mains  in  the  Urban  District, 
especially  those  in  Walton-on-Naze.  The  Company  have  since 
informed  the  Council  that  an  entirely  new  main — some  4j  miles 
in  length — is  to  be  laid  forthwith,  from  Thorpe  Lodge,  Lander- 
mere,  to  Walton  Church. 

The  main  source  ol  water  supply  to  the  village  of  Lower 
Kirby  i s an  underground  stream,  the  water  being  piped  to  six 
different  points  in  the  main  street  of  the  village.  Three  samples 
of  the  water  were  examined  during  the  year,  the  reports  being 
quite  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

(a)  A short  length  of  12  in.  sewer  was  laid  at  Kirby  Cross 
to  relieve  surcharging  in  a main  junction  manhole  and  this  work 
appears  to  have  considerably  improved  the  system. 

1 he  open  ditch  in  Quay  Lane,  Lower  Kirby,  has  been  piped 
for  a length  of  160  yards.  This  work  has  successfully  prevented 
the  recurrence  of  flooding  in  low  lying  gardens  during  heavy 
rains.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  . 

The  present  arrangements  are  very  satisfactory.  The 
Council’s  fleet  of  collection  vehicles  consists  of  S.  & D.,  Thorny- 
croft  and  Vulcan  dustless  vehicles  which  arc  in  commission 
all  the  year  round.  The  refuse  collected  during  the  year 
amounted  to  20,116  cub.  yds. 

STREET  SCAVENGING. 

This  work  is  carried  out  very  efficiently.  All  refuse  in 
the  urban  parts  of  the  district  is  swept  early.  The  vehicles 
used  are  the  modern  orderly  trucks  having  wheels  with 
pneumatic  tyres. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  house  refuse  is  taken  by  the  above  vehicles  to  a tip 
situated  on  low  lying  marsh  land  at  Lower  Kirby,  about  J-mile 
from  the  village.  The  tip  is  in  good  condition. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  four  elementary  schools  in  the  district  are  visited  from 
time  to  time.  All  have  the  main  water  supply  laid  on,  and  three 
of  the  premises  are  drained  to  the  sewer.  The  fourth  school  that 
situated  at  Gieat  Holland — has  pail  closet  accommodation,  and 
the  waste  water  is  drained  to  a cesspool. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 

DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS. 

As  a result  of  informal  communication  to  owners  of  two 
buildings  which  were  in  the  opinion  of  the  Surveyor  dangerous, 
these  buildings  were  made  safe. 

MORTUARY. 

During  the  year  the  new  mortuary  and  post  mortem  room 
in  the  Walton  cemetery  was  completed,  and  fully  equipped. 


CONVENIENCES. 

Work  has  been  commenced  on  the  new  underground  public 
conveniences  for  both  sexes  in  Naze  Park  Road,  Walton,  and 
also  on  the  erection  of  a new  convenience  for  both  sexes  on 
the  site  of  the  existing  Pier  Convenience,  Walton. 

NEW  LEGISLATION. 

The  Housing  Act,  1936,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
January,  1937;  and  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  on  the  1st 
October,  1937. 


' BYE-LAWS. 

During  the  year  Bye-laws  as  to  the  fouling  of  Footpaths 
by  Dogs,  made  by  the  Essex  County  Council,  came  into  force 
on  the  1st  September.  Enforcement  of  the  Bye-laws  in  this 
area  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Urban  District  Council.

HOUSING— GENERAL. 

During  the  year  under  review  fourteen  cottages,  all  of 
which  appeared  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable 
at  reasonable  expense  of  being  rendered  so  fit,  were  represented 
to  the  Council  under  Section  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 
Consideration  of  the  condition  of  the  properties  was  adjourned 
until  May,  1938. 

Six  unfit  cottages  represented  to  the  Council  in  1936  became 
vacant  during  the  year.  Five  of  the  properties  are  now  closed 
on  undertakings  of  the  owners,  and  the  remaining  cottage  has 
been  demolished. 

HOUSING  (RURAL  WORKERS)  ACTS.  No  action  was 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers) 
Acts  up  to  the  31st  December,  1937.  Applications,  however, 
were  made  to  the  Essex  County  Council  for  grants  in  respect 
of  the  proposed  reconditioning  of  three  rural  cottages.

lb)  PRODUCTION  OF  GRADED  MILK.— During  the 
year,  one  dairyman  in  the  district  was  licenced  to  produce 
Accredited  Milk  at  his  premises. 

Licenced  producers  of  graded  milk  now'  number  six, 
viz  : one  producer  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  and  five  pro- 
ducers of  Accredited  Milk.  It  is  anticipated  that  at  least  one 
other  dairyman  will  be  shortly  licenced  to  produce  Accredited 
Milk. 

There  is  a licenced  pasteurising  establishment  in  Walton- 
on-the-Naze.  The  pasteurising  plant  is  modern  and  of  a good 
type,  but  it  was  not  put  into  commission  during  the  year  on 
account  of  the  very  little  demand  for  pasteurised  milk.  Only 
a small  quantity  of  this  grade  of  milk  is  sold,  the  milk  having 
been  pasteurised  outside  of  the  district  and  sold  locally  under 
licence.

BAKEHOUSES. 


The  11  bakehouses  in  the  Urban  District  received  37 
visits  during  the  year,  and  no  serious  faults  were  met  with. 
The  premises  generally  are  in  good  condition  and  are  well 
managed. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  warn  occupiers  of  two 
bakehouses  that  the  same  care  in  regard  to  cleanliness  of  the 
premises  should  be  observed  during  the  “ rush  ” season  as  well 
as  in  the  winter  months. 

After  informal  notice,  an  unpaved  and  muddy  approach  to 
one  bakehouse  was  paved  in  cement  concrete. 

The  only  matter  calling  for  some  comment  is  the  delivery 
by  one  or  two  bakers’  roundsmen  of  bread  in  uncovered 
baskets.  Precaution  against  contamination  of  the  bread  by 
dust  and  dirt  of  the  streets  should  be  observed  by  covering 
baskets  with  clean  cloths.  This  precaution  is  generally  observed 
in  the  district,  and  in  regard  to  the  cases  above  mentioned  the 
end  of  the  year  brought  some  improvement.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES). 

Of  the  3 slaughter-houses,  2 arc  modern  airy  buildings, 
well  suited  for  the  purpose.  The  remaining  slaughter-house 
needs  to  be  modernised  and  enlarged,  including  the  lairage 
accommodation,  and  this  work  was  commenced  at  the  latter 
end  of  the  year. 

All  of  the  slaughter-houses  are  well  managed,  and  there 
has  been  little  cause  for  complaint. 


OTHER  FOOD  SHOPS. 

During  the  year,  53  visits  were  paid  to  food  shops.  The 
only  action  found  to  be  required  was  to  secure  the  cleansing  of 
storerooms  attached  to  4 shop  premises. 


ICE-CREAM  PREMISES. 

Thirteen  visits  were  paid  to  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in 
the  district. 

During  the  year,  8 persons  and  their  premises  were 
registered  with  the  Council  as  dealers. 

There  are  now  20  dealers  and  11  manufacturers  of  the 
commodity  on  the  register. 

FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 

There  are  2 fried  fish  shops  on  the  register  and  these 
received  5 visits. 

One  shop  comprises  a fairly  old  wooden  structure,  with 
fish  frying  range  installed.  The  building  is  not  very  suitable, 
and  it  has  been  necessary  on  3 occasions  during  the  year  to 
secure  the  cleansing  of  the  internal  walls  and  floors  and  also 
of  the  frying  range. 


WATER  ANALYSIS  AND  EXAMINATION. 

During  the  year,  15  samples  of  water  were  examined  at 
The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories,  viz 

From  the  main  supply,  3;  from  public  wells,  4;  from 
private  wells,  8. 

As  a result  of  reports  upon  these  samples,  3 private  wells 
were  dosed  and  improvements  (including  cleansing  and  cover- 
ing) were  carried  out  to  the  remaining  well. 

The  main  water  supply  was  subsequently  laid  on  to  premises 
where  it  was  necessary  to  close  the  wells.
